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REPORT  OF 

THE  ALBERTA  LIQUOR  CONTROL  BOARD 


The  Board  submits  its  Twenty-seventh  Annual  Report,  which 
covers  operations  during  the  Fiscal  Year  which  ended  on  the  31st 
March,  1951. 

Financial  Statements  and  Appendices  are  incorporated,  and 
these  show  in  detail  the  various  activities  of  the  Board. 

Net  income  for  the  year  amounted  to  $12,018,157.43,  and 
a  further  sum  of  $175,985.00  was  realized  from  the  sale  of 
Permits. 


LICENSES 

Under  authority  passed  at  the  1950  Session  of  the  Legislature, 
a  License  was  granted  to  a  Distillery  operating  in  this  Province. 

Five  Breweries  received  Licenses.  The  high  quality  of  the 
products  of  the  Alberta  Breweries  has  been  maintained  and  all 
the  requirements  of  the  Board  have  been  met. 

Beer  Licenses  were  issued  with  respect  to  401  Hotels.  The 
Leduc  Hotel  was  destroyed  by  fire,  as  the  result  of  an  explosion 
of  natural  gas.  The  explosion,  which  occurred  shortly  before 
Noon  on  the  1  1th  November,  1950,  entirely  wrecked  the  building, 
and  the  subsequent  fire  completed  the  destruction.  The  fact  that 
some  lives  were  lost  in  the  explosion  and  fire  is  deeply  deplored. 
However,  the  very  thorough  investigation  which  followed  dis¬ 
closed  that  the  Licensee  was  in  no  way  responsible  for  the  catas¬ 
trophe,  and  all  reasonable  precautions  had  been  taken  by  him  and 
by  his  Staff  for  the  protection  of  those  persons  who  were  in  the 
Hotel. 

As  a  result  of  the  discontinuance  of  mining  operations  in 
the  area,  the  Hotel  at  Mountain  Park  was  closed,  and  the  Beer 
License  was  surrendered. 

One  License  was  cancelled  outright,  as  a  result  of  the  un¬ 
satisfactory  manner  in  which  the  premises  were  being  conducted. 
The  Hotel  was  subsequently  sold,  and  the  new  owner  was  granted 
a  License. 

Two  Licenses  were  suspended.  One  in  consequence  of  service 
of  Beer  to  minors,  where,  after  investigation,  the  Board  considered 
that  the  Licensee  had  been  negligent.  The  other  suspension  was 
owing  to  the  unsatisfactory  manner  in  which  the  Licensee  was 
conducting  his  premises. 

The  heavy  traffic  in  Hotel  properties  has  continued  through¬ 
out  the  year.  No  less  than  forty-eight  properties  were  sold,  neces¬ 
sitating  the  issuance  of  new  Licenses. 

Our  programme  of  improvement  in  accommodations  at  Li¬ 
censed  Hotels  has  been  carried  on  throughout  the  year,  and  the 
Board  is  appreciative  of  the  co-operation  of  Licensees  in  this 
connection. 
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Officers  and  Officials  of  the  Alberta  Hotel  Association  have 
assisted  us  very  materially  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  conduct 
and  maintenance  of  Licensed  Hotels,  and  we  take  pleasure  in 
expressing  to  them  our  thanks  and  appreciation. 

The  number  of  Club  Licenses  issued  remained  at  Sixty-six. 
I  wo  of  these  Licenses  v/ere  suspended  during  the  year,  owing  to 
the  manner  in  which  the  premises  were  being  conducted.  Clearly 
defined  regulations  are  set  out  regarding  the  operation  of  Licensed 
Clubs,  and  if  these  regulations  are  not  observed,  disciplinary  action 
with  respect  to  the  License  follows. 

An  amendment  to  the  Act  at  the  1950  Session  of  the  Legis¬ 
lature  authorized  the  Board  to  issue  Liquor  Licenses  to  such  Clubs 
as  could  comply  with  the  regulations.  Four  such  Licenses  were 
issued  during  the  calendar  year  ended  on  the  31st  December, 
1950.  In  all  instances  the  premises  were  conducted  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 

Twenty-six  Licenses,  authorizing  the  sale  of  Beer  only,  were 
issued  to  Canteens  and  Messes  operated  under  control  of  the 
Armed  Forces. 

In  addition,  Twenty-seven  Canteen  Liquor  Licenses  were 
issued  to  those  Units  which  could  qualify  under  the  legislation. 
Application  for  a  Canteen  Liquor  License  is  only  considered  if 
the  Unit  has  already  been  granted  a  Canteen  Beer  License,  but 
whereas  the  latter  covers  all  Canteens  at  each  separate  location, 
a  Canteen  Liquor  License  is  necessary  for  every  individual  Mess 
or  Canteen  at  which  Liquor  is  served. 

One  License  was  suspended  for  a  period  of  seven  days,  owing 
to  disregard  of  the  Board's  regulations  with  respect  to  the  operation 
of  the  Licensed  Premises. 

A  statement  showing  Licenses  issued  and  penalties  imposed 
will  be  found  in  Appendix  " A ". 

FLAVOURING  EXTRACTS  AND  ESSENCES 

It  was  not  found  to  be  necessary  to  take  any  disciplinary  action 
with  respect  to  the  1603  Licenses  issued  to  Retailers  during  the 
year,  authorizing  the  sale  of  Alcoholic  Flavouring  Extracts  and 
Essences. 

LAW  ENFORCEMENT 

The  Board  extends  its  grateful  appreciation  and  thanks  to 
the  Officers  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police,  as  well  as 
to  the  Police  Forces  of  the  Cities  and  Municipalities,  whose  duty 
it  is  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Government  Liquor  Control 
Act  of  Alberta.  In  addition  to  the  work  entailed  in  enforcing  the 
legislation,  numerous  inquiries  and  investigations  have  been  under¬ 
taken  by  them  on  our  behalf,  and  we  have  at  all  times  enjoyed  the 
utmost  co-operation  at  their  hands. 

GENERAL  REMARKS 

Mail  Order  customers  received  12,169  parcels  by  express, 
at  a  cost  to  the  Board  for  transportation  of  $5,348.01. 

In  addition  to  these  shipments,  1,285  parcels  were  sent 
through  the  mails,  to  points  at  which  an  Express  Agency  is  not 
established,  at  a  cost  of  $963.48  for  postage.  This  charge  was 
absorbed  by  the  Board. 


ANNUAL  REPORT,  1950 

Government  Liquor  Stores  filled  84  Prescriptions  issued  by 
Medical  Practitioners. 

During  the  year  177  Permits  were  cancelled  for  cause,  and  a 
further  271  Permits,  which  had  been  held  by  persons  Interdicted 
during  that  period,  were  automatically  withdrawn. 

A  list  showing  the  number  and  type  of  Permits  issued  will 
be  found  in  Appendix  "B" . 

As  at  the  31st  March,  1951,  the  names  of  1,598  persons 
appeared  on  the  List  of  Interdictions.  During  the  year  the  names 
of  607  persons  had  been  added  to  the  List,  whilst  the  names  of 
358  persons  had  been  removed,  by  way  of  revocation,  and  110 
by  reason  of  expiry  of  the  statutory  period  of  Interdiction. 

Individual  sales  to  Permit-holders  totalled  4,210,530,  at  an 
average  of  $5.90  for  each  transaction. 

Licensee  customers  made  42,447  purchases  of  Beer  at  the 
Government  Liquor  Stores  and  Warehouses. 

A  total  of  5,962  Entries  and  Clearances  from  Dominion  Gov¬ 
ernment  Customs  and  Excise  Bonds  were  made  by  members  of  our 
Staff  during  the  year. 

The  Board  received  Cash  and  Trade  Discounts  amounting  to 
$27,588.51,  and  this  item  appears  in  the  Financial  Statements. 

During  the  Fiscal  Year  under  review,  the  Board  and  the 
Brewers  of  Alberta  paid  to  the  Dominion  Government  approximately 
$12,530,000.,  representing  Customs  and  Excise  Duty,  Malt  Tax, 
and  Sales  Tax  on  products  sold  through  Government  Liquor  Stores 
and  Warehouses. 

Approximately  12,143,000  Gallons  of  Beer  were  sold  through 
the  Government  Liquor  Stores  and  Warehouses  during  the  year. 
Of  this  quantity  some  41,000  Gallons  were  manufactured  outside 
the  Province,  and  the  balance  of  12,102,000  Gallons  by  the 
Alberta  Breweries.
